Saigon — An entire U.S. 


Air Force F105 Thunderchief 
equadron — 25 planes — has 
been lost over Communist 
North Vietnam in the past 
month, reliable sources said 
Monday. 


The disclosure came as 


U.S. military spokesmen an- 
nounced that two FlOSs were 
lost over the north Sunday 
during 106 missions against 
oil depots, warehouses, mili- 
tary targets and river and 
road traffic- 


Seventeen U.S. planes have 


been shot down since Aug. 7, 
when seven aircraft — includ- 
ing five FlOSs — failed to re- 
turn from raids over Com- 
munist territory. Aug. 1 saw 
the worst one-day toll of the 
war. 


Thunderchiefs are not the 


fastest or best armored U.S. 
planes but they carry the 
biggest bomb load. U.S. 
spokesmen said Communist 
antiaircraft gunners gave the 
Thunderchiefs priority. 


Both planes lost Sunday 


were downed near Hanoi — 
one 50 miles and the other 
60 miles north of the Com- 
munist capital.

In the first, five villagers

Two other erroneous at- 


tacks last week had been re- 
ported earlier. 


The circumstances of the 


attack in the Mekong Delta 
•were not clear. A U.S. mili- 
tary spokesman said it had 
not been determined whether 
the casualties were caused by 
aircraft or artillery. He said 
the villagers were caught in 
an action involving South Vi- 
etnamese ground forces and 
supporting aircraft and artil- 
lery.

The attack in the demili- 


tarized zone was carried out 
by unidentified aircraft. A

King Wants 
Public to Say

"We want the public to tell 


us what to do regarding low 
rent housing for the elderly." 


This was one of the state- 


ments made by K e n n e t h 
King. Lincoln Housing Au- 
thority chairman, in support 
of the City Council placing a 
referendum on the Nov. 12 
ballot asking voters to permit 
the authority to develop or 
help other groups develop low 
rental housing in Lincoln for 
the elderly and low income 
families. 


The Council was expected 


to act on the authority's re- 
quest late Monday. 


"The housing authority is 


trying to be relatively neu- 
tral," said King. "We have 
had many come to us asking 
for low rental housing and we 
feel it necessary now to know 
what is the thinking of the 
people on this matter." 


King said that some other 


100 Nebraska communities al- 
ready have had referendums 
for low rental housing and 
other communities are now in 
this area. 


The resolution prepared for 


the council will request that 
the following question appear 
on the ballot: 


"Shall the City of Lincoln, 


Nebr., be authorized and per- 
mitted to cooperate with and 
aid in the planning, construc- 
tion and operation of low rent 
housing projects designed for 
occupancy by the elderly and 
families of low income."

The announcement that the 


five struck airlines and the 
International Association of 
M a c h i n i s t s (IAM) had 
reached the settlement—sub- 
ject to ratification by strikers 
—came shortly after dawn. 


It was reported to have a 


price tag of about $90 million 
—about $16 million above a 
previous settlement accepted 
by 
IAM negotiators b u t 


turned down by the strikers 
with Eastern, United, Nation- 
al, Northwest and T r a n s 
World airlines. 


Because of the independ- 


ence demonstrated by the 35,- 
400 machinists in voting down 
the earlier settlement, both 
government and union lead- 
ers hedged their announce- 
ment of the new agreement 
by stressing the necessity of 
ratification. 


The union leadership pre- 


pared a detailed report of its 
terms for mailing to the lo- 
cals.

'However, Evidence Does Not

Washington—A panel of medical experts is advising the 


nation's doctors — and American women — to proceed with 
caution before using "the pill," a popular oral contraceptive. 


It says the scientific evi- 


dence compiled in the last 
five years does not prove "the 
pill" is unsafe. But the com- 
mittee advised the Food and 
Drug Administration it was 
unwilling to say flatly that 
these widely used contracep- 
tives are safe. 


It recommended a series of 


large-scale 
studies of pill- 


users and nonusers, along 
with vastly improved report- 
ing of side effects by doctors, 
to provide better data for 
making a judgment. 


The panel said more inten- 


sive research should be con- 
ducted to see if oral contra- 
ceptives have any relationship 
to blood-clotting, 
cancer of 


the uterus and cervix, breast 
cancer, abnormalities of the 
liver and thyroid, blurring of 
vision and other symptoms 
reported among a few pill- 
users. 


The FDA made public an 


18-page report by its advisory 
committee on obstetrics and 
gynecology after a nine-month 
study of effects of "the pill."

The leaders also made it 
dear that Hanoi shows "ev- 
ery indication" of continuing 
the conflict.

American 
military man- 


power requirements in Viet- 
nam are certain to increase 
above the present level of 
about 291,000. The size and 
timing of the increase, ac- 
c o r d i n g to Westmoreland, 
will depend on enemy action. 


The Viet Cong is expected 


to do everything possible to 
disrupt election of a constitu- 
tional assembly next month, 
despite protection of voters 
by South Vietnamese armed 
forces. 


The President told report- 


ers his talks with Westmore- 
land confirmed his conviction 
"that a Communist military 
takeover in South Vietnam is 
no longer just improbable; as 
long as the United States and 
our brave allies are in the 
field, it is impossible. 


"The single most impor- 


tant factor now," he contin- 
ued, "is our will to prosecute 
the war until the Communists, 
recognizing 
the futility of 


their ambitions, either end 
the fighting or seek a peace- 
ful settlement."

Under 
present rules, the eight firms 
that make these pills have 
limited their use from 18 
months to four years. 


Dr. Goddard agreed to ex- 


pand FDA studies of the pos- 
sible relation of pill using to 
thromboembolism (blood clot- 
ting) at Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital in Baltimore and four 
hospitals in Ann Arbor, Mich. 


He said the FDA eventual- 


ly hopes to have studies on 
a controlled sample of 500,- 
000 women. An estimated five 
million women of child-bear- 
ing age are now taking the 
pill to prevent conception.

Israel and Syria clashed in a 
sea and air battle over the 
Sea of Galilee Monday. Con- 
flicting reports said two Syr- 
ian Migs were shot down and 
four Israeli patrol boats de- 
stroyed.

wrote Eisenhower a letter described by the U.S. State 
Dept. as indicating "that NATO in its present form no 
longer met the needs oi French security, because France 
had repsonsibilities in many other areas of the world." 


l>e Gaulle suggested a "tripartite" organization or 


"directorate" composed of France, Great Britain and the 
United States. 


Eisenhower rejected the proposal. 
"We cannot afford to adopt any system which would 


give to our Allies, or other free world countries, the im- 
pression that basic decisions affecting their own vital 
interests are being made without their participation." 
Eisenhower said in reply to the French president on 
Oct. 20. 1958.

It may be a simplification to say that when 


a Communist threat is eliminated peace is 
restored. Yet this was a factor in this instance. 


President Sukarno was flirting with the Chi- 
nese Communists and was aided and abetted 
in his territorial ambitions. 


A revolt against the Communist infiltra- 


tion in Indonesia, has left Sukarno an impot- 
ent figurehead whose domestic and foreign 
policies have been repudiated. 


The tragedy is that so much of Indonesia's 


wealth was dissiplated before power was taken 
from Sukarno's hands. It will take a lot of 
time before financial stability and democratic 
processes can be restored. 


Malaysia and Indonesia, now freed of 


a costly little war, can put their efforts 
toward rebuilding and repairing their coun- 
tries. All of the soft underbelly of Asia has 
a stake in how well they succeed.

Now the long-haul passenger trains may

More's the pity. The New York Central has 
announced that it will petition the Interstate 
Commerce Commission Sept. 1 to discontinue 
its long-haul passenger trains by the end of 
the year. 


This is not the end of the railroads. Pos- 


sibly it could be the beginning of a new era. 
There will be the high-speed shuttle passenger 
trains between major cities. If these are suc- 
cessful it could mean higher employment an 
improvement in travel service. Elimination 


of dining service and sleeping cars, however, 
could affect some union employes. 


The airlines strike has spotlighted the 


dangers in public reliance on one mode of 
travel. The nation's growing population and 
expanding urbanization increase this danger. 
In some areas highways and airways now 
are nearing the saturation point. It is time 
that the federal government take a more real- 
istic approach to the nation's transportation 
problems.

liable intelligence reports available to t-he 
United States government suggest that Com- 
munist China is now clearly losing the game 
even in Asia in its mortal contest with the

tance, though it must be ap- 
proached with caution and re- 
serve. For an ultimate defeat 
within world communism of

bent on total conflict with the

West, in favor of a Russian doctrine which for 
the moment at least seeks some coexistence 
with the West short of war. would be a trans- 
cendental turn. 


Such an eventuality cannot, of course, be 


assumed by prudent men. The point is that the 
time has arrived when it can be seen at all 
events as at least rationally possible. 


This, indeed, is at bottom what the war 


of resistance to Communist aggression in South 
Vietnam is all about. While the immediate aim 
of American policy is only to force Communist 
North Vietnam to quit assaulting non-Commu- 
nist South Vietnam, the long objective is in- 
finitely more. This is, simp'y, to see to it that 
the Chinese doctrine of war and more war as 
an instrument of Communist policy shall not 
prevail in an.v part of the earth.

Thus, the odd truth is that American policy 


in Vietnam in the most fundamental way 
serves not merely free world interests but ac- 
tually Russian Communist interests, too, in 
the sense that the Soviet's bedrock necessity is 
not to allow the Chinese to throw the whole 
world into holocaust. 


In short, in the vast, sullen ideological 


contest between Moscow and Peiping, the 
United States is perforce on Moscow's side, 
not because Moscow is any pal of ours but 
because Peiping is so profoundly and so reck- 
lessly our enemy. 


The latest straw in the wind indicating 


that China is indeed being defeated in this 
contest is seen in advices received here show- 
Ing that even among the Communists on 
China's doorstep in Japan, the Gospel Ac- 
fording to China is being rejected. The photo* 


graphs of the Chinese Communist dictators, 
so long featured like relics in a shrine in Com- 
munist party headquarters in Tokyo, have 
been taken down.

The Lincoln doctor, medi- 


cal director of Providence 
Hospital, told the President,

He's brough two things 
to their knees . . . the Olympics and reporters. 


It's not that he won't talk. He will. He's as friendly 


as a puppy and even more cooperative. But Don's like the 
guy who scores 15 touchdowns, blocks 10 punts and makes 
20 tackles and announces after the game "I owe it all to 
my teammates." 


Watching him wolf down a cheeseburger and three 


glasses of milk you'd never know he was athlete of the 
year of 1964. You could never guess that when he brought 
back his gold medals from the Olympics it ruined American 
economics. If he ever cashed in his tropies it would spell 
disaster for the inflationary guide lines.

Don Schollander, World Record Holder, United States.

"I get some strange letters," He says. "I get letters 


from girls and regular fan mail, but mostly my fan mail 
comes from Japan and Europe.

And he is serious about this. How serious might be 


best demonstrated with a brief look as his background. 


Schollander grew up in Oregon, but left home at the 


age of 15 to move to California where he could concentrate 
on swimming. Since that time he has visited his family 
only a few weeks of the year so that he could train and 
compete and go to school at Yale. 


"My folks realize it is a good thing for me," he says. 
It's a good thing, too, for swimming which you can 


find out at Woods Pool this weekend. But don't blink.

Even if you’ve 
never even been in a ba th tub you know’ you’ve hea rd of 
Scholla nder. 


Nrver Know It 


Scholla nder i> one of those m ira cles of sport who. de­ 
spite being better known tha n a vice president, is a bout a s 
pretentious a s the guy who finished la st in a county pie 
ea ting content. 


Records won't show it. but excluding metric events, 
Scholla nder ha s two ma jor victories. He’s brough two things 
to their knees . . . the Olympics a nd reporters. 


It’s not tha t he won’t ta lk. He will. He’.s a s friendly 
a s a puppy a nd even more coopera tive. But Don’s like the 
guy who scores 15 touchdowns, blocks 10 punts a nd m a kes 
20 ta ckles a nd a nnounces a fter the ga me “ I owe it a ll to 
my tea m m a tes.” 
Wa tching him wolf down a cheeseburger a nd three 
gla sses of milk you’d never know he wa s a thlete of the 
yea r of 19frl. You could never guess tha t when he brought 
ba ck his gold meda ls from the Olympics it ruined .\m erica n 
econom ics. If he ever ca shed in his tropies it would spell 
disa ster for the infla tiona ry guide lines. 


The (ioveniiiieiil Known 


If you dig long enough, you ca n find out a few things. 
Like the fa n letter he once received a ddressed; 
Don Scholla nder, World Record Holder, United Sta tes. 
His pa rents got tha t one in Oregon. The rest of us might 
get one like tha t, but it would ha ve a bill in it.

While his life is a , if you’ll pa rdon the e.xpression, fish 
bowl, Scholla nder sa ys none of it bugs him. Well, a lm ost 
none of it. He is upset w'hen h e’s m is-represented in the 
press, which ha s ha ppened in a couple of na tiona l publica ­ 
tions. And when he is ha rra ssed to the point it interferes 
with his rest a nd tra ining. 
And he is serious a bout this. How serious might be 
best demonstra ted with a brief look a s his ba ckground. 


Scholla nder grew up in Oregon, but left home a t the 
a ge of 15 to move to Ca lifornia where he could concentra te 
on swim m ing. Since tha t tim e he ha s visited his fa m ily 
only a few weeks of the yea r so tha t he could tra in a nd 
com pete a nd go to school a t Ya le. 


“ My folks rea lize it is a good thing for m e,” he sa ys. 
It’s a good thing, too, for swim m ing which you ca n 
find out a t Woods Pool this weekend. But don’t blink. 
You’ll m iss him.

His review of the school

Valuations to include property 
added to. the tax rolls as the 
city does, the school l e v y 
would go up only 11.57 mills. 


"Then if the state tax com- 


missioner's 
recommendation 


of a 14pr increase in valua- 
tions over those of a year ago 
is accepted by the Board of 
Equalization, the school levy 
vill increase by only 4.87 mills 
to a total of 47.85 compared 
with last year's levy of 42.98 
mills." 


Tnere are 
many reasons 


why the. city budget and fhe 
school budget are not com- 
parable, Watkins noted. 


First of all, the city deter- 


mines its o w n valuations, 
while the school district oper- 
ates on valuations set for the 
county. 


Right or wrong, the city is 


limited in its levy by the City 
Charter so they can't add an 
item to the budget that would 
put them over that limit, even 
though it might mean a sub- 
stantial long-term saving. 


Reasons Why 


Watkins gave this explana- 


tion of the five factors causing 
the increase in school taxes: 


Revenue Loss — Last year 


the school district received 
$896,088 in aid to federally im- 
pacted areas. With the closing 
of the air base, this amount is 
expected to be reduced to 
$300,000. The $596,088 differ- 
ence will have to be made up 
from tax funds. 


Labor Costs—The cost of in- 


creasing professional salaries 
less than 5% will be $490,000. 


Non - professional w a g e s 


w e r e increased enough to 
bring them up to 70% of union 
scales, and that costs $148,000. 


Pay-as-you-go Construction 


Financing — The assumption 
that taxes don't have to be in- 
creased when bonds are is- 
sued just doesn't hold water. 


The School Board is budget- 


ing for a balance of $691,000 
in the current building fund 
to avoid selling bonds to pro- 
vide three elementary schools, 
an elementary - junior h i g h 
unit and two additions by 1970. 


If bonds were issued to con- 


struct these buildings, the ul- 
timate c o s t to taxpayers 
would be more than doubled. 


Fiscal Policy—On July 1, 


1966. the balance in the bond 
sinking fund was too low to 
make a $420,000 payment on 
bonds that were due on that 
date. 


To avoid the necessity of 


defaulting on the 1967 pay- 
ment, $342,000 was added to 
the bond sinking fund budget. 


Also, the carryover working 


balance was cut last y e a r 
from $2.327,337 to $1.587,240, 
leaving $840.097 that was "bor- 


rowed" from the working bal- 
ance to reduce taxes. 


This year the working bal- 


ance is being cut again by 
1659,300, leaving that much to 
be "borrowed." The differ- 
ence of $181,597 can c o m e 
from only one place—taxes. 


Fixed Costi — T h e retire- 


ment system has not b e e n 
changed. The fund's actuaries 
notify the board of the amount 
required to keep the fund sol- 
vent. That amount *v i 11 be 
$87,000 more this year than it 
was last year. 


Interest on bonds previous- 


ly issued will be increased by 
$66,000. The total budgeted for 
paying interest on bonds is 
$501,661. 


Situation Avoided 


"That doesn't pay anything 


on the principal—just the in- 
terest. That's the kind of thing 
we're trying to avoid by pay- 
ing as we go," Watkins said. 


"These few items alone in- 


crease our tax requirements 
by $2,601,685," he noted, "and 
other costs have gone up too." 


Actually, Watkins pointed 


out, the general fund budget 
—the one that pays for run- 
ning the schools—will go up 
only $357,137, from $15,447,074 
to $15,814,211. 


According to Arzell Ball, 


vice 
superintendent, 
enrol- 


ment is expected to decrease 
by about 710 pupils. With a 
slight increase in pupil-teach- 
er ratio, the district will need 
50 fewer teachers. 


If the enrolment h a d re- 


mained constant a n d there 
had been no change in pupil- 
teacher ratios, the b u d g e t 
would have had to go up an 
additional $325,000 for sala- 
ries.
